He quoted Mr. Marcy as saying that

St. Louis, Mo., June 21.—[{Special.]— 
President ng, braving this hot- 
bed of Repub#éican and Democratic op- 
position to the league of nations and 
all its works, tonight reiterated ad. 
vocacy of American participation —in 
the league's permanent court of inter. 
national justice, with new recommen- 
dations designed to relieve opposition 
to his plan in the senate and to restore 
harmony in the Republican party. 

The President in doing this made a 
startling preposal which carried him 
far beyond his origifial reservations 
to the world, court protocol, ad- 
vancing as a néw fundamental to 
American participation in the court 
the basic principle that the court be 
made self-perpetuating by granting au- 
thority to its judges to Jil vacancies 
by transferring this function from the 
council] and assembly of the league of 
nations. 


Enthusiastically Greeted. 

The President was given a magnifi- 
cent ovation when he entered the con- 
vention hall. Presented to the Missouri 
audience by Gov. Hyde in glowing 
terms, Mr. Harding again Was received 
by the vast audience in the Coliseum 
with a genuine demonstri&tion of pa- 
triotic regard for the President of the 
United States. - 

Throughout his address, despite the 
fact that Missouri is regarded politi- 
cally as against the court, the Presi- 
dent was repeatedly cheered. Mrs. 
Harding, who sat beside him on the 
plartform, also was given a tribute 
from the great audience which the 
President, in beginning his address, 
gracefully acknowledged. 

When the President reached the 
point in his address in which he de- 
clared his advocacy of American par- 
ticipation in the world court there was 
generous applause, repeated with em- 
phasis when he insisted that in such 
participation the United States should 
occupy a plane of equality with every 
other power. 

Significant Change Not Grasped. 

The President's vital suggestion re 
garding the self-perpetuation of the 
court, admittedly a proposal uneasily 
grasped by an audience, aroused no 
demonstration whatever.

“ Section 1. The judicial power of the

Most of the nut cake recipes of ordi- 
nary size call for one cup of nuts, but 
if you will consider the delicate and 
expensive pecan as mainly a flavor for 
a cake you can get quite as pleasant 
a service from it as from the larger 


| quantity—<different service unquestion- 


ably, but a gratifying one. 

For one cake use the standard three 
egg sponge cake recipe, which has in- 
numérable variations: 
one cup of sugar, one cup of flour, or 
a bit more, according to the texture 
you favor; six tablespoons of cold 
water or some other liquid icy cold, 
and flavoring. If you are to add nuts 


like about one-fourth teaspoon of 
almond flavor and one-half teaspoon 


of vanilla. This will be excellent it | 


you add but one small handful ef pe- 
cans put through the twelve tooth disk 
ofthe food cutter. Use a bit of 
almond-—five or six drops—and a little 
vanilla also in the icing. 

My way of putting this cake to- 
gether is to siftgflour several times, 
measuring after the first sifting; then 
sifting sugar, separating eggs, and 
beating part of the sugar into the 
whites after they are stiff and dry, and 
the rest of the sugar into the yolks. 
It is well to add a pinch of salt to the 
whites before beating them, and to 
stop adding sugar when it is hard to 
turn the beater. Whites so prepared 
cannot be broken down. Add the ice 
cold liquid to the yolks before beating 
them and beat well and with the sugar 
until ribbony. Combine yolks and 
whites mixtures, fold in flour part at 
a time, flour the chopped nuts lightly 
with a bit of that measured and fold 


in with the last flour put in; flavor, '. 


and bake in moderate oven about three 
quarters of an hour, and ice.
